Bad  Practices  Campaign 
Protects  Student  Interests

The  Students  for  Better 
Business  Committee’s 
sock-it-to-bad  business  campaign 
is  moving  ahead  in  its  plan  to 
protect  students  from  unethical 
business. 

F ormal  letters  of  protest  by 
students  will  be  printed  in  Pierre 
Hathaway’s  column  Fridays  in  the 
DAILY  UNIVERSE  under  the 
title  “Business  Bummers.” 


The  committee  feels  that  past 
action  has  not  brought  desired 
results.  Before,  the  business  was 
only  informed  of  the  complaints 
and  asked  to  change  its  policies. 

“In  one  instance,”  said  Bob 
Neilson,  chairman  of  the 
committee,  “the  complainant  and 
two  members  of  the  committee 
visited  the  president  of  a firm  in 
question.  When  the  complaint  was 
mentioned,  all  three  persons  were 
literally  ejected  from  the 
businessman’s  office.” 


‘Spring  Thing’  Program 
Features  New  Talent 


The  “Spring  Thing  is  Feeling

From 
the  auditions  will  be  selected 
numbers  that  will  ensure  the 
audience  of  being  entertained  by 
some  of  BYU’s  best  talent. 
Awards  will  be  given  to  those 
students  judged  as  winners  during 
the  April  1 1 performance.

Feeling  Groovy”  are  available  at 
the  Social  Office,  435  Wilkinson 
Center. 


“The  two-fold  endeavor  of  the 
committee  will  be  to  better 
inform  students  of  improper 
business  dealings  and  to  encourage 
businesses  to  deal  ethically  with 
students,”  he  said. 

The  committee  feels  that  with 
exposure  of  unethical  practices 
students  will  be  able  to  exert 
pressure  on  business  firms  to 
change  their  policies. 

“The  function  is  not  to  blast  or 
intimidate  reputable  firms,” 
stated  Neilson.  “We  do  feel, 
however,  that  since  BYU  students 
supply  a substantial  amount  of 
revenue  to  Provo  businesses,  that 
it  is  their  responsibility  to  deal 
fairly  and  ethically  with  us.” 

“The  purpose  of  student 
government  organizations  is  to 
benefit  the  students,  but  only  in 
few  instances  can  it  really  help  the 
individual.  Here  is  one  instance 
where  not  only  will  the  entire 
student  body  be  aided  by 
information  . . . but  will  also 
benefit  through  the  function  of 
this  committee.” 

All  students  having  valid 
complaints  are  urged  to  fill  out 
complaint  forms  in  the  Student 
Relations  Office,  432  Wilkinson 
Center. 

Persons  seeking  valuable 
business  relations  experience  are 
encouraged  to  serve  on  the 
committee  by  contacting  Bob 
Neilson  or  Jim  Ferguson  in  the 
Student  Relations  Office. 

“I  feel  that  the  program  will  be 
a tremendous  success  if  the 
student  body  will  unite  to  support 
it,”  said  Bob  Neilson.

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The  Unseen  Side

What  is  it  that  Security  does?  Is 
the  bulk  of  their  time  spent  in 
searching  for  people  to  give 
tickets  to? 

These  were  the  questions  in  the 
mind  of  this  reporter  when  he 
arranged  with  Security  Chief 
Swen  Nielsen  to  spend  two  nights 
riding  as  a passenger  in  a security 
patrol  car. 

About  half  of  the  Security 
officers  are  students  as  well  as 
security  men.  The  rest  of  the 
patrolmen  are  permanent  officers 
and  several  of  these  plan  to  make 
university  security  a career. 
PROVO  OFFICERS 

All  Security  patrolmen  are  also 
sworn  in  as  Provo  City  officers 
and  as  Utah  County  Deputy 
Sheriffs.  They  spend  five  weeks  in 
a police  academy  before  they  go 
to  work. 

It  wasn’t  long  before  this 
reporter  realized  that  Security’s 
job  goes  far  beyond  what  the 
average  student  ever  sees.  Most 
students  only  see  the  parking 
tickets  that  Security  issues  and 
the  moving  violations  that  the 
“poor  student”  sometimes 
receives. 

Though  this  is  part  of  their  job, 
it  really  doesn’t  scratch  the 
surface  of  their  duties. 

The  first  part  of  each  evening 
was  spent  in  the  process  of 
ferrying  receipts  from  various 
locations  all  over  campus  to  a 
night  depository  near  the 
Administration  Building. 

One  officer  said  Security  often 
carries  up  to  S 9 00  at  a single 
delivery. 

HOSPITAL 

Delivering  money  is  not  the 
total  extent  of  Security’s 
transportation  duties.  During  both 
evenings  the  officers  were  called 
upon  to  transport  students  to 
Utah  Valley  Hospital. 

On  the  first  evening  a young 
man  who  had  sustained  a severe 
cut  on  his  finger  while  working  in

BYU  Food  Services,  was  taken  to 
the  hospital.  Then  on  the 
following  night  a young  coed 
suffering  from  an  attack  of 
appendicitis  was  driven  to  the 
hospital  to  undergo  surgery. 

On  the  same  evening  that  the 
girl  was  taken  to  the  hospital  for 
the  appendectomy,  a boy  living  in 
John  Hall  was  struck  in  the  face 
by  a snowball.  The  snow  on  this 
given  night  was  wet  and  packed 
hard.  When  the  boy  was  hit  the 
snowball  did  serious  damage  to 
one  of  his  eyes.  A patrol  car  was 
dispatched,  with  siren  screaming, 
to  pick  up  the  boy  and  take  him 
to  the  Health  Center  for 
emergency  treatment. 

Such  mercy  missions  are  very 
common  and  fill  a great  part  of  a 
patrolman’s  day. 

CRIME? 

Even  when  an  officer  is  sent  out 
to  investigate  something  that 
appears  to  be  a crime  it  can  turn 
into  a lifesaving  effort. 

During  one  of  the  nights  an 
officer  was  sent  to  investigate 
what  appeared  to  be  a drunk 
wandering  across  the  parking-lot 
near  the  Fieldhouse. 

On  arrival  the  officer 
questioned  the  suspect.  He 
learned  the  suspect  was  a heart 
patient  and  had  forgotten  his 
nitroglycerine  pills  and  had  had  a 
minor  heart  attack.  Though  the 
individual  refused  the  officer’s 
offer  to  drive  him  home,  the 
patrolman  did  escort  him  to  his 
own  car  and  saw  that  he  got  there 
safely. 

On  another  evening  an  officer 
was  on  foot  patrol  through  the 
Wilkinson  Center.  The  patrolman 
was  directed  to  a girl  in  the 
reading  room  who  had  been  acting 


strangely.  The  girl  turned  out  to 
be  diabetic  who  was  in  insulin 
shock.  This  patrolman  may  well 
have  saved  the  girl’s  life. 

PLEASURE 

All  these  duties  are  pleasures  to 
the  officers  involved  because  they 
honestly  like  to  help  people,  but 
not  all  of  the  things  they  are 
called  upon  to  do  are  so 
enjoyable. 

For  example,  on  the  first  of  the 
two  evenings,  a high  school 
basketball  tournament  was  being 
held  in  the  Fieldhouse. 

About  7:30  p.m.  a patrolman 
was  called  to  pick  up  a 
15-year-old  high  school 
sophomore.  On  arrival,  the  officer 
was  confronted  with  a vomiting, 
wretching  youth  so  drunk  that  he 
could  not  stand,  so  drunk  in  fact, 
that  he  could  not  remember  his 
own  name. 

The  officer,  along  with  the  aid 
of  another  security  man  literally 
poured  the  youth  in  the  back  seat 
of  the  patrol  car. 

As  the  car  drove  the  boy  to  the 
Youth  Detention  Home,  an 
officer  riding  in  the  back  seat 
tried  to  keep  the  boy  sitting  up 
and  attempted,  with  limited 
success,  to  keep  a vomit  pan  in 
front  of  the  boy. 

MEETS  CELL 

When  the  car  pulled  up  in  front 
of  the  Detention  Home  the  two 
patrolmen  carried  the  boy  inside 
and  deposited  him  in  one  of  the 
small  cell-like  rooms  that  make  up 
the  Home. 

At  this  time  the  boy  was  still  so 
drunk  that  it  was  decided  to  take 
the  mattress  off  the  bed  and  place 
it  on  the  floor,  in  order  to  prevent 
the  boy  from  falling  off  the  bed  in 
the  night.

Group  Works  For  Health 


After  six  months  of  operation, 
the  Student  Health  Center 
Advisory  Committee  is  “satisfied 
with  the  progress.” 

Mike  Hansen,  a pre-medical 
major  who  chairs  the  committee 
said  the  group  was  “well  on  its 
way  towards  accomplishing  its 
goal,”  which  is  to  improve 
relations  between  students  and 
the  university  health  officials. 

The  committee  was  organized 
last  spring  by  ASBYU  Executive 
Assistant  Brian  Walton,  under  the 
direction  of  ASBYU  President 
Grant  Richards.  Since  it  was 
organized,  the  members  of  the 
committee  “have  spent  some  time 
getting  acquainted  with  Health 
Center  officials  and  functions,” 
Hansen  said. 

“There  are  a lot  of  stories  being 
circulated  about  the  Center,  and 


it’s  our  job  to  see  if  they  are  true 
and  to  dispel  them  if  they  aren’t,” 
he  continued. 

Thus  far  the  committee  has 
worked  closely  with  Dr.  Cloyd 
Hofheins,  director  of  the  Health 
Center,  in  coordinating  the  drive 
to  eliminate  the  threat  of 
tuberculosis  on  campus.  They 
have  helped  read  the  Tine  skin 
test  and  have  organized  the 
follow-up  campaign  to  urge 
students  to  have  their  tests  read. 

“Our  continued  success  depends 
entirely  on  the  support  of  student 
government,”  the  student 
chairman  concluded.  “But  I think 
it’s  a good  idea  and  is  functional.”
